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Grayling doctor helps save teen after accident

A Grayling doctor saved the 
life of a teenage boy who was 
acting as a Good Samaritan, try- 
ing to help a stuck motorist after 
a three-car accident on Saturday. 

Dr. Brian Gedeon, who prac- 
tices internal medicine and pedi- 
atric medicine for Mercy 
Professional Services in 
Grayling, was in the Traverse 
City area on Saturday, running 
errands and shopping with his 
wife, Stacey Gedeon. 

On their way back to their 
Roscommon County home, the 
Gedeons came upon a crash that 
occurred near South Boardman. 

State Police said the accident 
occurred about 3 p.m. Saturday, 
on Supply Road near Bald Eagle 
Ridge, in Grand Traverse 
County’s Union Township. 

The first car slid off the road- 
way and collided with a snow 
bank. A second car, containing a 
mother, her son and her daugh- 
ter, had stopped to help the 
stranded motorist and pulled 
their car in front of the stuck 


vehicle. A SUV soon came. 


around the curve and tried to 
avoid the accident, but collided 
with the others, pinning the 
mother and boy between the cars 
as they were trying to get sup- 
plies out of their trunk to help the 
stuck motorist. ; 

“It looked like bumper to 
bumper impact as that car was 
pushed forward,” Gedeon said.

extent of their injuries. The boy 
had called a friend on a cell 
phone, and Gedeon asked him to 
end the call. 

Gedeon got a medical kit that 
he carries in his vehicle, and 
began addressing the boy’s 
wounds. He cut open the boy’s 
pant leg, and found that he was 
bleeding severely and that the 
leg was nearly amputated due to 
the amount of bone and tissue 
that had been damaged. 

“It was a pretty gory scene as 
far as the amount of blood and 
tissue that was exposed,” 


Gedeon said. 
Gedeon used a bungee cord,. 


obtained from another motorist 
who stopped at the scene, to 
apply a tourniquet above the 
wound. He then began to. ban- 
dage the wound to protect the 
damaged tissue from exposure to 
the elements. 

Gedeon further wrapped the 


leg with gauze obtained from, 


Troopers from the Traverse City 
Post of the Michigan State 
Police, when they arrived at the 
scene. 

Stacey Gedeon, a clinical psy- 
chologist who practices in 
Grayling, was able to divert the 
boy’s attention away from his 
injuries while he was being treat...

Barring acceptance of an ith 
hour proposal to end the dispute 
over the operation of the 
Grayling City/Township Fire 
Department, the — lawsuit 
between the municipalities will 
be headed to court next month. 

A hearing, for the lawsuit 
filed by the Grayling Charter 
Township Board against the City 
of Grayling, has been scheduled 
for 11:30 a.m. on Monday, 


March 3, in the Crawford’ 


County Circuit Court. 

The township board of 
trustees, at a special meeting 
held on Jan. 9, unanimously 
authorized that the lawsuit be 
filed against the City of 
Grayling. Township officials 
are seeking the return of a com- 
mittee of township and city offi- 
cials to oversee the operations of 
the Grayling City/Township Fire 
Department. If that remedy can 


" not be reached, the township is 


asking 46th Circuit Court Judge 
Janet Allen to authorize the divi- 
sion of fire department assets 
and equipment owned by the 
township and the city. 

The lawsuit was prompted 
after failed negotiations to 
renew a mutual operating agree-

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City officials 
hike parking 
fine fee

People who violate parking 
regulations in the City of 
Grayling will now be hit a lot 
harder in the pocket book, since 
changes were made by city offi- 
cials last week. 

The Grayling City Council, at 
its regular monthly meeting last 
week, approved amendments to 
the city’s parking violations 
bureau ordinance. 

Under the changes, the fine 
for a parking violation will be 
increased from $5 to $20, if the 
fine is paid within seven days. If 
the ticket is not paid within a 
week’s time, the fine increases 
to $30. 

The new fines go into effect 
on Feb. 17, after the ordinance 
amendments are published in 
the Crawford County Avalanche. 

City officials also clarified the 
language regarding parking vio- 
lations in the ordinance. The 
number of violations was also 
reduced from 35 to 20 viola- 
tions. Language, such as parking

Cheboygan. .On Saturday, the 
state lawmakers made their way 
to Aipena, stopping along the 
way in Presque Isle County. 
They discussed funding for a 
trail that would. run through 
Rogers City and would connect 
existing trails with the Presque 
Isle Snowmobile Club.

“He was incredibly brave 
throughout the entire process,” 
Brian Gedeon said. . 
_ Gedeon, who treated the boy 
for 15 minutes, helped brace the 


 boy’s leg and assisted EMS 


when they put him into an ambu- 
lance, 

Gedeon said he stops at the 
scene of every accident that he 
goes by,-but this was the first 
time he has been able to render 


aid as a first-responder. 

“Had I not cut back his pants 
to see how bad his leg was, he 
probably would have bled out 
right on the road before they got 
to him,” Gedeon said. 

Gedeon, who has been a doc- 
tor for six years, said he was glad 
to be in the right place at the 
right time to help the youngster. 

“Whether it was divine inter- 
vention, I don’t know,” he said. 


“T feel lucky and blessed to have. 


been there to help.” 
State police have not released 


the names of the people involved 
in the accident, some of whom 
were from Kalkaska. The driver 
of the SUV was from downstate. 

Gedeon said it is frustrating to 
not know what happened to the 
boy, since federal laws prevent 
doctors and hospitals from dis- 
closing information about 


patients, which prevented him 


from checking on the teen’s out- 
come.

The latest rounds of buyout

Now it appears that the eco- 
nomic downturn is spreading 
across the nation. For the first 
time since the 2001 recession, 
Congress and the President are 
moving on short-term measures 
to boost the economy, including 
some form of tax rebate designed 
to put money in the hands of con- 
sumers who will spend it and 
fuel growth and jobs. Michigan 
citizens can benefit from the 
immediate economic stimulus 
that is under consideration, but 
our state needs more than just 
this kind of short-term infusion. 

There are several things that 
Washington needs to do, for 
states with a large manufacturing 
sector, to get back on track.

additional protections. Investing 
in the safety net will also channel 
money, to people who will spend 
it immediately because they have 
no cash to spare, benefiting local 
economies very quickly through 
increased consumer spending. 

After losing 400,000 jobs in 
recent years, Michigan has the 
highest unemployment rate in the 
nation.

Helmet requirement pushed for skiers and snowboarders

A new bill by Rep. Bob. 


Constan calling for mandatory 
helmets comes fast on the heels 
of a fatal skiing accident in 
December. 

Clare Dougherty, 13, of 
Canton Township, died from a 
head injury on Shanty Creek 
Resort’s Schuss Mountain in 
Bellaire. She was pronounced 
dead on. arrival at Kalkaska 
Memorial Health Center on 
Christmas Day. 


Authorities said a helmet — 


could have prevented her death. 

“We can't say for sure in any 
one instance what the outcome 
would have been, but for certain 
accidents there is no question it 
would help,” said Jim Austin, 
the hospital’s administrator. 
“It’s just like wearing seat belts. 
They save lives, just not all 
lives.” 

Safety is the bill’s primary 
concern, Constan said. 

“We require that people wear 
helmets in other situations,” 
Constan said. “People knowing 
that helmets are available is not 
enough.” 

Constan said the bill, which 
has support from the Dearborn 
and Dearborn Heights Ski 
Clubs, was inspired by con- 
stituents who had family mem- 
bers injured while skiing and

* snowboarding. 


The bili calls for a $100 fine 
for those caught without hel- 
mets, but Constan said that fines 
would not be strictly enforced. 

“T don’t want to see someone 
with a $100 fine who’s an expe- 
rienced skier”’ Constan said, 
“but the time has come to 
encourage people to wear hel- 
mets when skiing.” 

Co-sponsors include Reps. 
Coleman Young, D-Detroit, and 
Aldo Vagnozzi, D-Farmington 


Hills. 

Most of Michigan’s ski 
resorts -— including Apple 
Mountain Resort, Boyne 


Mountain and Boyne Highlands, 
Crystal Mountain, Nub’s Nob 
Ski Area and Snowsnake Ski 
and Golf ~ provide helmets to 
rent for about $5-$10 a day. 

There is industry opposition 
to the idea. | 

In a_ statement, Boyne 
Highlands and Boyne Mountain 
said while helmet use is encour- 
aged, “we don’t think this new 
legislation is the way to go. We 
believe that helmets are a good 
idea but not necessarily for all 
skiing and riding situations.” 

That sentiment was echoed by 
John Cleary, general manager of 
Snowsnake in Harrison, 

“Y think it should be left up to 
the individual,” Cleary said. 
“We recommend it, but we 
believe it’s a matter of personal 
preference.” 

He said most skiers at 
Snowsnake wear helmets, and 
anyone participating in freestyle

events must wear one. 

He said he isn’t sure how 
often Snowsnake’s skiers suffer 
head injuries, 

“Tt’s not a real frequent thing,” 
he said. “It’s hard to put a num- 
ber on it.” 

A report from the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission notes that head 
injuries account for 14 percent 
of skiing and snowboarding 
accidents, as well as 56 percent 
of related deaths. 

No other states have laws that 
require helmet use, according to 
the National Ski Areas 
Association, a trade organiza- 
tion for ski area owners and 
Operators headquartered in 
Colorado. 

The association says that on 
average 38 people died each 
year for the past 10 years from 
skiing or snowboarding acci- 
dents. An average of 42 people 
suffered serious injuries, which 
includes head injuries. 

NSAA President Michael 
Berry said that it’s most impor- 
tant to encourage dialogue about 
the responsibility of making 
educated decisions regarding 
helmet use, rather than making 
helmet use mandatory. 

“You shouldn’t put one on and 
think that’s all you need to do,” 
Berry said. 

He recommends that skiers 
wear helmets, but ski as if 
they’re not. 

The bill, which would amend 
a 1962 law that outlines basic 
skiing regulations, is under 


review by the House Tourism, 
Outdoor Recreation and Natural 
Resources Committee.

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Unemployment 
benefits are taxable 


Tax season has arrived and the 
state of Michigan has begun 
mailing year-end statements to 
anyone who received unemploy- 
ment benefits in 2007. 

“Unemployment benefits are 
taxable, and those who received 
benefits will need these  state- 
ments to prepare their 2007 state 
and federal tax returns,’ Lisa 
Estlund Olson, acting director of 


Michigan’s Unemployment 
Insurance Agency (UIA), 
explained. 


The statements, called 1099-G 
or Statement for Recipients of 
Unemployment Compensations 
payments, are prepared by UIA 
and report how much individuals 
received in unemployment bene- 
fits last year. 

“This year, we'll be sending 
out approximately 548,000 1099- 
G forms,” Olson said. “The 
mailing began on Wednesday, 
Jan. 16, and will be completed by

State database 
helps parents find 
child support

More than half a_ million 
Michigan children are entitled to 
child support, and one in four 
received nothing in 2006, one 
expert says. 

Child support makes a huge 
difference to these families, said 
Jane Zehnder-Merrell, a senior 
research associate for the 
Michigan League for Human 
Services, a nonprofit organiza- 
tion. . 

And after the non-custodial 
parent makes court-ordered pay- 
ments, it’s important that the 
money gets to the children, 
Zehnder-Merreil said. 

The Department of Human 
Services has provided an online 
database for almost a year to help 
custodial parents find unclaimed 
child’ support, said Maureen 
Sorbet, a media relations person 
for the department. | 
-“Sometimes we lose track,” 
Sorbet said. 

Parents have used the database 
to recover more than $450,000 in 
unclaimed funds since last 
March, Sorbet said. 

Parents who believe they are 
entitled to unclaimed funds can 
search .the database, she said. 
Users are instructed to enter their 
child’s name and the last four 
digits of their Social Security 
number. 

Sorbet said if search results 


show money is owed, parents - 


need to verify the information 
with their local Friend of the 
Court office. 

League figures show _ that 
531,086 children under 19 were 
entitled to child support in 2006. 
Of them, 141,806 collected noth- 
ing.

In some cases, the non-custodi- 
al parents failed to pay at all. In 
other cases, non-custodial parents 
paid the Friend of Court offices 
but the money wasn’t transferred 
to the children. 

Since the database tool started, 


‘almost 1,000 parents have recov- 


ered funds owed to them, she 
said. 

Sorbet said it may take two 
weeks for the court to process a 
claim, and if the match is posi- 
tive, the money can be distributed 
in a lump sum. 

Zehnder-Merrell said that most 
custodial parents are single and 
it’s critical they have these 
resources because their rate of 
poverty is seven times higher 
than'the rate for-married couples. 

Distribution of funds could be 
stalled because the custodial par- 
ent did not report a change of res- 
idency, she said. 

Generally, that’s the case for 
low-income single parents who 
move their family more often, she 

said. 

“It’s excellent that they created 
such a program to act as an 
avenue for parents to find these 
funds,” Zehnder-Merrell said. 

Sorbet added that the database 
is a great tool and allows Friend 
of the Court offices to update 
their records. 

“We can ensure future funds go 
to the proper people and get there 
more quickly,” Sorbet said. 

Kelli Van Dyken, a co-coordi- 
nator of the Kent County chapter 
of the Association for Children 
for Enforcement of Support Inc., 
said her nonprofit organization 
wants parents to be aggressive so 
they can collect their unclaimed 
child support.

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State driver’s license requirements now 
include permanent legal presence in U.S. 


First-time applicants for a 
Michigan driver’s license or iden- 
tification card must prove that they 
have established permanent legal 
presence in the United States, 
under a requirement taking effect 
Tuesday, Jan. 22. Secretary of 
State Terri Lynn Land’s push to 
enhance driver’s license security 
can now move forward due to a 
recent attorney general’s opinion. 
The opinion says that under cur- 
rent law the state cannot issue a 
driver’s license to anyone who is 
not in the country legally and per- 
manently. Today’s announcement 
only deals with original applica- 
tions. Updated procedures for 
renewals will be released soon. 

“This is one more tool in our ini- 
tiative to bolster Michigan’s bor- 
der and document security, “ Land 
said. “It also puts Michigan’s pro- 
cedure in line with those of most 
other states. The department will 
maintain its highest standards of 
customer service by sharing infor- 
mation with the public and work- 
ing with applicants so that they 
understand the requirements. We 
all share the goal of a safer 
Michigan and America.” 

As of Tuesday, applicants for an 


original driver’s license or state- 
issued IID card must meet four 
standards, in addition to 


Michigan’s driving and physical — 
health requirements, by providing 


documentation of: a valid Social 
Security number or ineligibility 
for one (applicants will have to 
bring their Social Security card or 
other acceptable document to a 
Secretary of State office, or a letter 
of ineligibility from the U.S. 
Social Security Administration); 
legal and permanent presence in 
the United States; their identity 
(legal name and date of birth); and 
Michigan residency. 

A list of acceptable documents 
is at www.Michigan.gov/sos. The 


Web site includes information on 


obtaining a Social Security card 
from the federal government. 

Land encouraged customers to 
make sure they have the docu- 
ments necessary to complete their 
applications before going to a 
branch office. 

She added that the new policy 
actually complements the depart- 
ment’s commitments to speeding 
up branch office service. Because 
fewer foreign documents will be 
accepted from applicants, employ-

Land also pointed out that the 
number of original applications 
processes in branch offices is rela- 
tively small, accounting for less 
than four percent of all branch 
transactions. 

A state lawmaker recently asked 
Michigan’s attorney general to 
revisit a 1995 opinion that has 
guided Michigan’s policy to this 
point. The 1995 opinion said the 
refuse to 
issue a license simply because the 
applicant was not legally in the 
country. The most recent opinion 
takes precedence over the earlier 
opinion. 

Land has already been working 
to enhance driver’s license securi- 


ty. In December 2007, she pro- 


posed the creation of an upgraded 
“standard” driver’s license and an 
optional “enhanced” version that 
can be used in place of a passport 


at the Canadian border. The plan 
is being considered by the 
Legislature. 

Her proposal would change the 
law to allow residents who are in 
the U.S. legally but temporarily to 
apply for an upgraded standard 
license. 

“Michigan has many outstand- 
ing residents who contribute great- 


ly to our economy and socicty - 


even though they’re here on a tem- 
porary basis,’ Land - said. 
“Businesses rely on these talented 
individuals as well. Under the 
attorney general’s opinion, those 
who are in the country legally, but 


‘on temporary student or work 


visas, are ineligible for a Michigan 
license, though most still can drive 
using the license of their home 
country. We need to: reconsider 
that aspect of the law to avoid 
unintended consequences for indi- 


viduals or job providers. I encour- 


age citizens to voice their support 
for our proposal and contact their 
legislators.”

Public access to U.P. forestland dwindling, report warns

University Researchers, in 
collaboration with two influen- 
tial environmental groups, have 
identified a trend they call 
alarming in the Upper Peninsula. 

Large tracts of U.P. land are 
being bought up by private own- 
ers intending to increase timber 
production and home sites, and 
much of the land is being closed 
to the public. More than one mil- 
lion acres changed hands 
between 2005 and 2006, an area 
more than 10 times bigger than 
Detroit, according to a report 
from Michigan Technological 
and Michigan State universities, 
ihe National Wildlife Federation, 
and the Michigan Environmental 
Council. The trend is alarming, 
according to the National 
Wildlife Federation regional 
communications director Jordan 
Lubetkin, because of increasing- 
ly restricted access to tradition- 
ally open land. 

“This is only the first chapter,” 
said Lubetkin. “This trend will 
only grow.” 

Nearly 80 percent of U.P. land

is forestland. In the past, land 
was generally owned by local 
mill owners with an interest in 
keeping the tracts uninterrupted 
and ecologically sound. 
According to the report, as 


land is being sold to out-of-state - 


interests and tracts are divided 
into smaller and smaller parcels 
to build homes, the willingness 
of the new owners to keep the 
land open for people to play and 
wildlife to roam is declining. 

Recently, nearly 1.5 million 
acres changed hands to three dif- 
ferent companies, according to a 
separate Michigan tech report. 

In 2005, Seattle-based Plum 
Creek Timber Co. bought 
650,000 acres that made it 
Michigan’s largest landowner. 
GMO, a Boston-based real estate 
company, picked up 440,000. 
acres in 2006 and The Forestland 
Group, a North Carolina-based 
timber company, has bought 
over half a million acres over the 
past nine years. 

Plum Creek made a similar 
large-scale land investment in 
Maine and in December peti-

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IRS warns of new e-mail and telephone scams using the 
IRS name; advance payment rebate scams starting 


. The IRS cautions taxpayers to 
be on the lookout for scams 
involving proposed advance 
payment checks. Although the 
government has not yet enacted 


an economic stimulus package, 


in which the IRS would provide 
advance payments known infor- 
mally as rebates to many 
Americans, a scam which uses 
the proposed rebates as bait has 
already cropped up. 

‘The goal of the scams is to 
trick people into revealing per- 
sonal and financial information, 
such as Social Security, bank 
account or credit card numbers, 
which the scammers can use to 
commit identity theft. 

Typically, identity thieves use 
a victim’s personal and finan- 
cial data to empty the victim’s 
financial accounts, run up 
charges on the victim’s existing 
credit cards, apply for new 
loans, credit cards, services or 
benefits in the victim’s name, 
file fraudulent tax returns or 
even commit crimes. Most of 
these fraudulent activities can 
be committed electronically 
from a remote location, includ- 
ing overseas. Committing these 
activities in cyberspace allows 
scamsters to act quickly and 
cover their tracks before the vic- 
tim becomes aware of the theft. 

_People whose identities have 
been stolen can spend months 
or years — and their hard- 
earned money — cleaning up 
the mess thieves have made of 
their reputations and credit 
records. In the meantime, vic- 
tims may lose job opportunities, 
may be refused loans, educa- 
tion, housing or cars, or even 
get arrested for crimes they did- 
n't commit, 

The most recent scam 
brought to the attention of the 


IRS is the Rebate Phorie Call - . 


At least ne scheme using the 
word “rebate” as part of the lure 
has been identified. In that 
scam, consumers receive a 
phone call from someone iden- 
tifying himself as an IRS 
employee. The caller telis the 
targeted victim that he is eligi- 
ble for a sizable rebate for filing 
his taxes early. The caller then 
States that he needs the target’s 
bank account information for 
the direct deposit of the rebate. 
If the target refuses, he is told 
that he cannot receive the 
rebate. 

‘ This phone call is a scam. No 
legislation has yet been enacted 
that would allow the IRS to pro- 
vide advance payments to tax- 
payers or that determines the 
details of those payments. 
Moreover, the IRS does not 
force taxpayers to use direct 
deposit. Those who opt for 


direct deposit do so by complet- 
ing the appropriate section of 
their tax return, with bank rout- 
ing and account information, 
when they file; the IRS does not 
gather the information by tele- 
phone. 

Refund E-mail - The IRS 
has seen several variations of a 
refund-related bogus e-mail 
which falsely claims to come 
from the IRS, tells the recipient 
that he or she is eligible for a tax 
refund for a specific amount, 
and instructs the recipient to 
click on a link in the e-mail to 
access a refund claim form. The 
form asks the recipient to enter 
personal information that the 
scamsters can then use to access 
the e-mail recipient’s bank or 
credit card account. 

In a new wrinkle, the current 
version of the refund scam 
includes two paragraphs that 
appear to be directed toward 
tax-exempt organizations that 


distribute funds to other organi- - 


zations or individuals. The e- 
mail contains the name and sup- 
posed signature of the Director 
of the IRS’s Exempt 
Organizations business divi- 
sion. 

This e-mail is a phony. The 
IRS does not send unsolicited e- 
mail about tax account matters 
to individual, business, tax- 
exempt or other taxpayers. 

Filing a tax return is the only 
way to apply for a tax refund; 
there is no separate application 
form. Taxpayers who wish to 
find out if they are due a refund 
from their last annual tax return 
filing may use the “Where’s My 
Refund?” interactive applica- 
tion on the IRS Web site at 
IRS.gov. The only official IRS 
Web site is located at 
Www.irs.gov. 

Audit E-Mail - Another new 
scam brought to IRS attention 
contains features not seen 
before by the IRS. Using a 
technique, calculated to get 
almost anyone’s attention, the e- 
mail notifies the recipient that 
his or her tax return will be 
audited. This is the first scam of 
which the IRS is aware that uses 
this to get the victim to respond. 

Unusual for a scam e-mail, it 
may contain a salutation in the 
body addressed to the specific 
recipient by name, Most scam 
e-mails seen by the IRS are sent 
using the same technique used 
by spammers, in which hun- 
dreds of thousands of messages 
are sent to potential victims 
based on Internet address. 
Because of the volume, the typ- 
ical scam e-mail is not personai- 
ized, 

This e-mail instructs the 
recipient to click on links to

This e-mail is a phony. The 
IRS does not send unsolicited, 
tax-account related e-mails to 
taxpayers. 

Changes to Tax Law E-mail - 
This bogus e-mail is addressed 
to businesses, accountants and 
“Treasury” managers. It 
instructs them to download 
information on tax law changes 
by clicking on a series of links 
to publications on businesses, 
estate taxes, excise taxes, 
exempt organizations, JRAs and 
other retirement. plans. The [RS 
believes that clicking on the link 
downloads malware onto the 
recipient’s computer. Malware 
is malicious code that can take 
over the victim’s computer hard 
drive, giving someones remote 
access to the computer, or it 
could look for passwords and 
other information and send 
them to the scamster. There are 
other types of malware, as well. 

The URLs contained in the 
link are not legitimate IRS Web 
addresses. All IRS.gov Web 
page addresses begin with 
http://www.irs.gov/. 

Paper Check Phone Call - Ina 
current telephone scam, a caller 
claims to be an IRS employee 
who is calling because the IRS 
sent a check to the individual 
being called. The caller states 
that, because the check has not 
been cashed, the IRS wants to 
verify the individual’s bank 
account number. The caller may 
have a foreign accent. 

In reality, the IRS leaves it 
entirely up to the individual to 
choose to cash or not cash a 
paper check. The IRS has no 
business need to know, and does 
not ask for, bank account or 
similar information, except 
when taxpayers indicate on 
their tax return that they are opt-

ing for the direct electronic 
deposit of their refund. In that 
case, however, it is the individ- 
ual’s responsibility to provide 
the IRS with the correct bank 
routing and account numbers on 
the tax return; the IRS does not 
contact taxpayers to verify the 
information. 

What to Do - Anyone wish- 
ing to access the IRS Web site 
should initiate contact by typing 
the IRS.gov address into their 
Internet address window, rather 
than clicking on a link in an e- 
mail or opening an attachment. 

Those who have received a 
questionable e-mail! claiming to 
come from the IRS may for- 
ward it to a mailbox the IRS has 
established to receive such e- 
mails, phishing @irs.gov, using 
instructions contained in an arti- 
cle on IRS.gov titled “How to 
Protect Yourself from 
Suspicious E-mails or Phishing 
Following the 
instructions will help the IRS 
track the suspicious e-mail to its . 
origins and shut down the scam. 
Find the article by visiting 
IRS.gov and entering the words 
“suspicious e-mails” into the 
search box in the upper right 
comer of the front page. 

Those who have received a 
questionable telephone call, that 
claims to come from the IRS, 
may also. suse the 
phishing @irs.gov mailbox to 
notify the IRS of the scam. 

The IRS has issued previous 
warnings on scams that use the 
IRS to lure victims into believ- 
ing the scam ts legitimate. More 
information on identity theft, 
phishing and telephone scams 
using the IRS name, logo or 
spoofed (copied) Web site is 
available on the IRS Web site at 
IRS.gov.

MET program tops: 
$1 billion mark

A Westphalia mother wants 
to secure her 2-year-old daugh- 
ter’s future education the way 
her parents did with a Michigan 
Education Trust Fund contract. 
Corie Weber recently bought 


_ her daughter ‘a MET contract 


because the 20-year-old pro- 
gram helped Corie’s parents 
send her to Lansing 
Community College 
Northwood University. 

“It was an excellent experi- 
ence for myself, and I wanted 
to give it to her for the future,” 
Weber said. 

Weber said she bought a two- 
year contract and will be pay- 
ing for it stretched over 15 
years. 

The MET Fund has topped 
the $1 billion mark in assets, an 
amount that ensures the pro- 
gram is financially stable, said 
Terry Stanton, a public infor- 
mation officer for the Treasury 
Department. ' 

“This is a significant mile- 
stone,” said Stanton. 

MET was the first prepaid 
tuition program in the country, 
Stanton said. The program was 
started in 1988. 

The benefits cover tuition for 
public and private universities 
and community colleges. 

It is the only such program 
that allows 


and | 


purchasers to. 


deduct the amount paid each 
year for a contract and the esti- 
mated $65 enrollment fee from 
their income taxes, he said, 
Stanton said’ the number of 
contracts purchased annually 
from 2005 to 2007 has 
remained steady, an average of 


3,440. 


Under current rates,. for 
example, a two-year full bene- 
fits contract for a newborn 
would cost $184 a month for 15 
years. Contract prices depend 
on the age of child and time of 
purchase. 

He suggests saving as early. 
as possible for the future 
because of the rising cost of 
higher education. . 

“You’re using today’s cost to 
pay for tuition in the next 
decade,” Stanton said. 

Robin Lott, executive direc- 
tor of the MET program, said 
most contracts are purchased 
for children entering elemen- 
tary school. 

And more parents are 
acknowledging a need for 4 
college savings fund, Lott said. 

Anyone can purchase a con- 
tract for a Michigan child, 
Stanton said, MET offers three 
prepaid tuition contracts: full 
benefits plan, limited benefits 
plan and community college 
plan, Payments can be made in 
one lump, monthly installments 


and by semester.
